HE crewn princess is the eldest 
y daughter of Frederick IV, Grand 
Duke of Tuscany, head of the non- 
regnant branch of the house of Hapsburg.

Have Undergone During His Career. 
-0¢—________ 


Ex-Gov. William J. Stone has always 
posed as a Jeffersonian Democrat. 

He has professed inseparable devotion to 
the faith of his party, to the principle of 
Organization and to the highest standard 
of political merit. 

His creed, as he has preached it, is “men 
as well as measures.”’ 

How has he practised this gospel? His 
-record as a statesman, so-called, shows 
that time and again he has sacrificed party 
tenets for political and personal advan- 
tages. 

In the early part of 1898 Gov. Stone came 
out strongly as an imperialist, advocating 
in his most vigorous way the annexation 
of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Hawallan 
Islands. 

He would have a coaling station and 
Other concessions for the United States 
in the Philippine Islands. 

It was a broad platform. The most rad- 
fecal imperialist of the time could not have 
portrayed the glories of such an alliance 
in more convincing metaphors than did 
the man who is now as an anti-impertal- 
ist seeking the office of United States sen- 
ator at the hands of the Democratic party. 

This effort on the ex-governor's part 
seemed more impressive than his sweep- 
ing arraignment of the trusts when he 
Was himself acting as the attorney of 
trusts, and at the same time endeavoring 
to “hold up” a powerful trust in order to 
graitfy the commercial greed of his clients. 


AMAZE THE 
PARTY LEADERS. 

Democratic leaders stood amazed at Gov. 
Stone’s bold assertions. In most of the 
districts of Missouri the congressional nom- 
inations had taken place. ; : 

Richard Parks Bland as the ‘‘father’’ and 
best known apostle of free silver, typifying 
the sincerity of Democratic profession, had 
gone before his constituents and sald: “If 
you elect me I will fight imperialism.”’ 

Congressman Dorsey W. Shackleford had 
formulated his campaign on anti-expansion 
lines. So had the leading congressional 
candidates throughout the country. 

The Democratic press of the state had 
given unequivocal expression to their views 
on the Republican policy of imperialism. 

But Stone feared Bland most of all. To 
crush Bland worse than che great com- 
moner had been crushed at Chicago was 
the aim of his imperialistic campaign. 

In 1896 Richard P. Bland went before the 
Democra'tic National Convention as a can- 
didate for the presidency. Until a land- 
glide set in for W. J. Bryan he had twice as 
Many votes, almost, as the other aspirants. 

Then came Bland's Waterloo. Missouri 
followed quickly in the wake of the Bryan 
wave. 


BLAND HAD ENOUGH 
OF HUMILIATION. 

Stone, as chairman of the Missouri dele- 
gation, then suggested Bland for Vice- 
President. ¥ 

This was the crowning humiliation of the 
day, and Richard P. Bland from his farm 
in Lebanon wired Stone to take down his 
‘Bame; that he did not care for second 
choice on the ticket. 

Bland was gaining ascendancy again on 
his positive stand against imperialism. 

The contest was fought out at Springfield 
in August, 1598. 


There Bland made a speech setting forth 
his ideas in opposition to Stone. 

“I am unalterab'y opposed,”’ he told the 
Teemocratic convention, ‘to declarin in 
favor of annexation of anv outside terri 
tory They ‘a'k about keeping all that we 
Lave won. We have not won anvthing yet. 
Not a foot of territory has passed {nto 
the hands of our government and what we 
hold today is by force of arms. I am op- 
pesed to annexation by coercion. I am op- 
poged to the injection of this question into 
cur platform. Let us maintain our national 
h@or on this question. 

‘We are asked to connect ourselves with 
a foreign population unknown to our in- 
‘erests an urposes. I don't want to see 
this. convention declare itself in favor of 
anhexing Cuba, Hawall!l, Porto Rico or the 
Phillipines. 

“If I could papreee My personal opinion 
in the platform I would declare against the 
annexation of Cuba, Porto Rico or the 
Philippines and that when we have wrest- 
ed these islands from the Spanish govern-

STEPHENS FORCED 
INTO LINE. 


Ion V. Stephens was then governor of 
Missouri. This its the same gentieman 


whom the ex-governor so venomously de- 
nounced in undignified language a few 
weeks ago. 

Stone needed Stephens’ aid badiy. He did 
not personally solicit it from the governor, 
but sent a mutual friend, Harry B. Hawes, 
president of the Jefferson Club of St. Louis, 

Mr. Hawes was authorized to convey to 


| Gov. Stephens the proposition that if he 


would support the imperialistic po icy or at 
least not interfere with the work of the 
convention his (Stephens’) administration 
would be indorsed. 

Hawes, as the head of an organization 
controlling the Democracy of St. Louis, to 
which Stone referred caustically when a 
candidate for governor and anxious to a 
ture the “‘country vote,"’ waited on Steph- 
ens and the jatier agreed to do as sug- 
gested. 

Thus Stone won the day at Springfield. 

Campaign spellbinders suffered a tem- 
porary reverse of form. The Democratic 
slogan of anti-imperialism was for the 
time abandoned. The party managers were 
dismayed at the utterances of the Missour! 
Democracy, led by Stone, and the genera! 
defeat suffered in the congressional elec- 
tions was attributed to the stupidity of pro- 
mulgating imperialism as a Democratic 
doctrine. } 


STONE STOPPED 

SHOUTING THEN. 

In December, 1898, Senator Vest address- 
ing the Senate on his ann-colonial resolu- 
tion, declared that ‘‘the spirit of the con- 
stitution is plainly against colonial ex- 
pansion and the policy is fraught with 
danger to our free institutions.”’ 

The following day Gov. Stone caused to 


be published an interview setting forth 
what Senator Vest had’said and indorsing 
~ unmeasured terms the senator's posi- 
tion. 

The ex-governor insisted that there was 
no division of opinian among Missouri 
Democrats on the subject of expansion; 
that he and Bland were in harmony on the 
subject and that at no time did he try to 
put the Democracy on record for anything 
smacking of ‘‘imperialism."’ 

This declaration marked the end of Gov. 
Etone’s adherence to the policy of expan- 
sion, and from that time forward he was 

ractically silent on that great political 
ssue. 

When Richard P. Bland was asked if he 
thought that*he had beens betrayed at the 
Chicago convention he replied: 

; A always like to think the best of every- 
mdy,’’ 

Gov. Stone's kaleidoscopic changes on the 
money have more than once annoyed the 
leaders of his party. 

Where does he stand today? No specific 
declaration can be secured from him. 

“I stand on the Democratic platform,” 
has been his replies to all queries. 


THE LOBBYIST’S 
MONEY PLATFORM. 

He has been a bimetallist, an advocate 
of the 16 to 1 issue and at the national con- 
vention of the Democracy in Kansas City 
two years ago he wished to sidetrack the 


money question, and would have done so 
had not Bryan promptly set his foot down 
on the movement and announced that he 
could not accept the presidential nomina- 
tion if the money plank of the 1896 plat- 
form were not reaffirmed. 

No one ever heard that ex-Gov. Stone 
was a silver man until 1895. when this is- 
sue became prominent in Missouri. 

When the “sage of Lebanon’ was fight- 
ing for the coinage of free silver in Con- 
gress Stone was not among his supporters. 

In Congress ex-Gov. Stone was a “Cleve- 
land man or bust.’’ When he saw the drift 
of opinion among his party, however, he 


soon tumbled into the 16 to 1 bandwagon.’ 


Since that time Stone has gone on record 
as favoring a sliding ratio. 

In a public interview published in Au- 
gust, 1991. he said: 

“I am not a retreater—not a quitter. Bi- 
metallism is still an issue. but the United 
States is better off than other countries to- 
day with the gold standard. 

‘7 still believe silver should be coined 
into standard money. If the other nations 
need our arfsistance I think the United 
States should be willing to help them. J] 
do not mean that we want another 16 to 
1 platform. The real issue is bimetalism.’’ 


YES, WHERE 

DOES HE STAND? 

Sometime after this George B. Harris, 
president of the Bryan Traveling Mens’ 
Ciub wrote to Gov. Stone asking him 
just where ne stood on silver. 

“On the Democratic platform,” was the 
gist of the governor's reply. 

He wil! not say that he js for or against 
16 to 1 today. 

Former Gov. Stephens charges that it 
was through ex-Gov. Stone's efforts that 
several Populists were placed on the state 
ticket three ycars ago. 

Stephens in a. letter to the ex-governor 
suye that Stone had prumised to support 
him in his opposition to the fusion alliance 
and adds: | 

‘When I tried to protect our organiza- 
tion in this state and prevent the machine 
‘rom running it and placing other than 
Democrats on the ticket, at the state con- 
vention you sent me encouraging words by 
Charlie Leonard and others. Later you 
‘ectured me in public interviews.” 

Unlawful combinations of capital—more 
expressively dasignated as trusts--constl- 
tute ihe paramount issue or the Democracy 
today. 

On this question Gov. Stone has spoken 
repeatedly, but here again his public pro- 
fession of hostility to trusts is wholly in- 
consistent with his performance. 

In order to make it appear that.he was 
not representing a trust the ex-gove-no° 
masqueraded before the Missouri Lexisla- 
ture ut the session of 1901 as the attorney 
of what he was pleased to call the ‘‘Public 
Health Soctety of Missouri.” 

He spoke against the bill to repeal the 
anti-alum law. 


HIS SOCIETY 
WAS A MYTH. 


To the committee he stated that his so- 
ciety represented the ‘best men and wom- 
en in Misecuri.”’ 

As a matter of fact the Public Health So- 
ciéty has not now and never did have any 
¢xistence. 

Its headquart¢rs, if such there were, were 
in ex-Gov. Store's law office In the Mis- 
sourl Trust ae. 

In reality the baking powder trust was 
back of this health society, and Stone was 
ir the emplov of the trvet. 

Previous to this time Gov. Stone was em- 
ployed by the baking powder combination 
to proseoute independent manufacturers 
who used alum In their products.

STONE'S LOBBY ASSOCIATES. 


“We both suck eggs, but Stone hides the shells.”’ 

This is the utterance of the man who knows more about the 
Missouri lobby and about the record and Character of Wm. J. 
Stone than any otheg man in the state. For years Col. Wm. H. 
Phelps, the head of the legislative lobby, and ex-Gov. Stone 
were political partners and friends. 

Lieut.-Gov. John B. O'Meara, in reply to a question concern- 
ing Stone's most intimate official and political companion in 
the first half of Stone’s gubernatorial term, replied: . 


“I thought Col. Phsips wa# as close to the governor as 
anybody.” 

In all of ex-Gov. Stone’s politica) campaigns Phelps was his 
right-hand man and did his work. Phelps helpe@ him to Con- 
gress and to the governorship. There was not a word from 
Stone in condemnation of Phelps’ methods and influence in 
politics until Phelps grew weary of doing Stone's will. The 
breach created by differences during Stohe’s governorship was 
widened when the two men became rivals in the lobby. 

Phelps declared in a public speech that Stone, when a candi- 
date for governor, used more passes than had bsen given to all 
the candidates for that office since the beginning of his service 
in the Missouri Pacific railway. 

Phelps drew up and managed the bill creating the office of 
excise commissioner, but ex-Gov. Stone drew the salary of $500 
a month as the legal adviser of his own appointee. 

While governor, Stone dictated the appointment of John F. 
Morton to the head of the Senate committee on railroads. Mor- 
ton is notorious as the leader of the Senate lobby forces. 

Senators Morton, Farris, Lee and other leg‘slators identified 
with the lobby are supporting ex-Gov. Stone for the United 
States Senate. 

Ex-Gov. Stone uses the lobbyists when he can. When it is 
profitable he works in the lobby himself for fat fees,

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THE CENSORSHIP OF RUSSIAN 
NEWSPAPERS, 


Wolf von Schierbrand fn the World’s Work. 

According to the experience of the last 
twenty years in Russian journalism, if a 
paper succeeds it will be suppressed; if it 
is not suppressed it must forego success. 
The Russian papers are forever oscillating 
between these two goals. Even the black- 
est, dyed-in-the-wool reactional sheet re- 
alizes from time to time that it must 
make a bid for popular fayor by printing 
something it ought not to print and there- 
by risking or actually incurring penalties, 
even suppression, simply to increase again 
its dwindling subscription list. Even the 
most liberal sheets must at times spread 
the cloak of reactionism over their ool- 
umns in order to save themselves from an- 
nihilation. 

There are two classes of newspapers in 
Hussia—the sdecalled ‘‘censor-free” and 
the ‘“censored.’” The: “‘censor-free’’ paper 
is, of course, a misnomer, for it is not only 
subject to censorship, but it. is, also forbid- 
den from printing whole departments of 
legitimate news, and many specific items. 
But, after all, it enjoys more latitude than 
the ‘‘censored”’ papers. The latter, which 
print only news, comment, editorials, lit- 
erary matter of every descgiption, criti- 
cism, ete., approved by the censor, as tes- 
tified by his signature on every proof slip, 
run, of course, no danger. But such cen- 
sored papers have neither influence nor a 
large number of readers. Financially they 
lead a very precarious existence, and are 
never heard of outside their immediate 
neighborhood.

In spite of 
however, the world has made 
hopeful progress toward 
peace and good-will promised 
claimed by the greatest of all teachers. 
One of the most hopeful signs of the 
times is the acceptance in theory of the 
doctrine of peace. Whatever they may 
be driven to by stress of circumstances, 
eovernments and rulers in these days are 
disposed to shun rather than to court 
warfare. In no civilized country today is 
the public looking for a conquering leader 
who has the genius to bring the whole 
world to his feet. The leader, or the etates- 
man, who commands admiration, is he who 
can contribute to the prosperity and en- 
ightenment of his people by the arts and 
the triumphs of peace. War calls for ex- 
planation and apology. It must show cause 
why it should not be condemned at the 
bar of public opinion. Much as we may 
admire an Alexander or:a Cesar or a Na- 
poleon as an historical figure, we would, 
at closer range, consider him an intolerable 
nuisance who must be suppressed at any 
cost, This change in the world’s attitude 
is hopeful, it if it is not always effective in 
preventing ganguinary conflicts. Whatever 
is the fruit of human action must first 
take root in the minds of men and there 
develop into the purpoes of individuals 
and of nations. For this reason the the- 
oretical acceptance of the doctrine of peace 
is a step toward the practical realiza- 
tion of the ideal, Another definite step 
is the fact that wars are not undertaken 
nowadays from the lust of conquest 
and of territory. Modern wars are pro- 
voked by some real or alleged breach 
of faith, or menace, and territorial ac- 
quisition is an incident rather than the 
inspiration. No nation, however it may de- 
sire to preserve the peace, can refrain from 
undertaking the horrors of war when that 
is the only way that is open to the asser- 
tion of its rights. 


EUROPEAN AUTOMOBILE LAWS. 


From the New York World. 

Consular reports collected by our state 
department and just published furnish a 
summary of the @utomobile laws of the 
leading European countries. 

Fiance, the leader in all automobile af- 
fairs, requires every chauffeur to obtain an 
official “‘certificnte of capacity.” This cer- 
tificate he must carry with him to show to 
the police on demani. Every machine is 
registered, with a detailed description: of 
its weight and characteristics. The chiu; 
feur must produce a copy of this registered 
description whenever the police call for it. 
Every machine must have two separate 
brakes, either of them powerful enough to 
control the speed of the motor and bring 
it quickly to a stop. 

As to speed, the French law limits it to 
18% miles an hour in open country and 12.5 
per hour in thickly settled districts. This 
is a much higher rate of speed than our 
American ordinances usually permit. The 
French speed law is more liberal to the au- 
tomohilist than the law of any other Eu- 
ropean country. Germany will not allow 
machines to run more than 9,32 miles per 
hour within city HMHmits, and at night the 
speed must be considerably less. In Bel- 
gium a little over six miles an hour its all 
that is permrtted within city limits, though 
$1 miles an hour is allowed on ccuntry 
roads. Holland, with characteristic Dutch 
moderation, will not sanction a speed of 
more than 122.4 miles an hour even in the 
country, and In cities less than five miles an 
hour is the jimit. 

A striking feature of all European auto- 
mobile Jaws is that where their violation 
causes injury to life or Hmb the driver is 
punished not with fines but imprisonment.

There is perhaps but one Paderewski, 


ARCHING FOR 
INUIAN TREASUR 


WEIRD TALE TOLD BY A MAN 
FROM LANSING. 


Saw the Deposit When a Prisoner 
Among Indians Near the Site 
of Joplin, Mo., in 1853. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JOPLIN, Mo., Dec. 27.—Charles Hunter 
and Murk Jone.’ vf Lansing, Mich., are in 
Joplin searching for a buried treasure. 
Hunter has passed the 70 year mark, but is 
still hale and hardy. Both men are of the 
firm belief that they will soon find the pre- 
cious metal for which they seek. 

They are not at work on an uncertainty— 
it is u certainty in one respect—they know 
where thousands of dollars worth of silver 
is buried, and it is for the purpose of 
finding this vast treasure that these Mich- 
igan men are now searching with pick and 
shovel along the benks of Shoal creek, near 


this city. 
Mr. Hunter tells the following remarka- 


ble story: 

“In the year 1853 I traveled west 
through this country. I was one of the 
party of four, and our™destination was 
California. One night our little party 
camped at Carthage. Mo., and next night 
we were 20 miles further west. I figure 
that we must have been somewhere near 
the present site of Joplin, although there 
was nothing here then but hills and hol- 
lows. That night we were attacked by a 
band of outlaws, our horses- were stolen 
and two of our party were killed.’ Myself 
and* comrade were taken into captivity. 
From the scene of the fight the outlaws 
took us south, [ should say about 10 
miles, where they camped until .morning. 
After ridding us of everything of any 
value, the outlaws delivered us into the 


keeping of three Indians. The white men 
then took their leave and we were left in 
charge of the redskins, who took us fur- 
ther south, and at noon we camped on 
the banks of a creek. My partner and my- 
self were both bound and gagged, but we 
saw a sight that I shall never forget. 
Back of us 10 or 12 feet rose a iow ci.ff, 
at the base of whith a spring bubbled. 
Near the top of the chif, eo! cut in 
the stone, was an immense wolf's head. 
It was near this spring at the Indians 
removed a large siab of stone, and with 
their axes cut away pieces of silver iarge 
enough to make large silver ornaments, 
Our captors then showed us the spot and 
attempted to explain the value of the de- 
posit.

When the bones of Pinkney W. Sublette 
repose in Be!lefontaine Cemetery with those 
of the other members of the Sublette fam- 
ily, one of the most extraordinary ¢x- 
hibits in the records of the St. Louis Cir- 
cult Courts: will have disappeared. 

The skeleton of the man whom his heirs 

ll Pinkney Sublette is encased in a 
small wooden box, three feet long, two feet 
wide and six inches deep, in the office of 
the circuit clerk at the courthouse. The 
sandstone slab which marked his grave 
on the banks of Fontenelle creek, near 
the Green river in Wyoming, is filed as 
an exhibit in room No. 6. 

These grewsome relics are part of the evi- 
dence in 10 ejectment suits brought by the 
Pinkney Sublette heirs to eventually es- 
tablish their title to a tract coritaining from 
20 to 30 acres of land situated west of King’s 
highway and south of the Frisco railway, 
with Old Manchester road on the south and 
Sublette avenue on the west as boundaries. 
The property, valued at $500,000, is a portion 
of the old Sublette farm in the southwest- 
ern part of the city. 

Suit was begun in the Circuit Court at 
the November term, 1897, and the case at- 
tracted unusual attention by the number 
of marked features developed and the re- 
viving of history peculiar to frontier times 
and customs.

The laws 
of Illinois provided heavy punishment for 
Guelists, and Majors Foster and w s 
were indicted on the charge. There was a 
great deal of correspondence between the

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Judge Horatio Wood as one. The skeleton 
and headstone were introduced as evitience 
for the purpose of establishing the time 
and place of Pinkney Sublette’s death. De- 
positions of persons who were present when 
the remains were exhumed from the an- 
cient grave by Attorney Thomas B. Crews, 
who represented the heirs, were also made 
part of the records. Mr. Crews is now pro- 
bate judge-elect. 

Judge Wood found for the defendants and 
the heirs appealed to the Supreme Court, 
which, this week, handed down a decision 
affirming the findings of the trial court. 

Judge Crews stated to the Post-Dispatch 
today that the decision of the highest. tri- 
bunal settled the contention for all time.

STORY OF THE SUBLETTES. 

Near the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury Philip Sublette, a hardy Kentucky plo- 
neer, emigrated to St. Charles, Mo., with 
his wife, Isabella, a daughter of Col. Will- 
iam Whitley, prominent in the bitter wars 
which won the “Dark and bloody hunting 
ground” from the Indians. 

Philip Sublette died in 1821, and his wife 
followed him two ‘years later. They were 
survived by seven children—William L., 
Milton G., Sophronia F., Pinkney W., Pol- 
ly 8., Andrew W. and Solomon P. Sub- 
lette. The children inherited little else 
from their perents than rugged constitu- 
tions and native shrewdness of character, 
which enabled them to cope with the hard- 
ships of those primitive times. 

The chief occupation of that day was 
trapping and trading in furs in the West. 


After the death of their parents the Sub- 
lette boys became famous in the wilderness, 


infested by wild animals and still wilder 
men, as expert trappers and traders. An- 
nually they organized expeditions to carry 
goods and merchandise by river and wagon 


to the Rockies, where they exchanged them 
for furs and pelts. They figured in many 
adventures with the redehin ns, with fero- 
cious beasts, with rigorous winters and otn- 
er dangers. Frequently these trips would 
last from a year to three years. 

Col. William Sublette, the eldest, amassed 
a fértune at this occupation. As Andrew, 
Milton, Pinkney and Soiomon grew up 
they accompanied him on his trips and be- 
om as expert in the lore of the plains as 


Tadian tribes of those days were frequent- 
iy at war with each other. It was nothing 
unusual for white trappers to assist their 
red allies ainet other tribes. In an In- 
dian battle Milton Sublette lost a leg, and 
subsequently died at Fort Laramie, Wyo. 

Col. William Subdiette eventually tired of 
the plain and settled in St. Louis. e en- 
gaged in the mercantile business with Rob- 
ert Campbell, the firm becoming a historic 
one. He married Miss Frances Hereford of 
Alabama, and settied on the farm, ne Ad 
of which has been fn controversy. © ch 
dren resulted from the union and a his 
will his property wee to his wife.

He ‘has been 
known to'his neighbors as steady, hard- 
working and, to the limit of his means, a 
good provider. 

It was his last employer who made him 
rich—Ed Follensby, a strange old man 
who came out of the West eight years ago 
with another strange old man, Jack Cherry. 

Cherry and Follensby were street fakers 
in San Francisco.

ITS POWERS HAD PLANNED TO 
BOYCOTT ARBITRATION 


Baron D’Estournelles, in Letter to 
President Declares His Action 
Reminds the Powers of 
Their Duty.

PARIS, Dec. 27.—Baron d’Estournelles de 
Constant, the French deputy who was one 
of the delegates of France to the inter- 
national peace conférence, and who is a 
member of The Hague arbitration tribun- 
al, has written qa strong congratulatory 
letter to President Roosevelt on the sub- 
mission of the Venezuela arbitration to 
The Hague court. 

The letter expresses the view widely pre- 
vailing in official and diplomatic circles 
here that the American course not only 
practically adjusts the immediate issue, but 
also saves The Hague tribunal from prac- 
tical extinction. The baron says, in part: 

“A great number of Frenchmen and other 
Europeans are happy to join with me in ex- 
pressing to you their grat#tude for the gen- 
erous, unyiclding firmness you have dis- 
piayed in support of international justice. 

“Furope is.caonstantly speaking of Armer- 
ican c3mpetition, which has its material 
advantages in stimulatiag our cnergics; ps 
you have inaugurated a moral competition 
more effective than the other. 

“Twice you have reminded the govern- 
ments of their duty, peinting out amidst 
the difficulties resulting from the trans- 
formation of the globo that the court of ar- 
bitration offered the governments its re- 
sources and the jurisdiction instituted by 
all, and that it was clways ready.

GROVER CLEVELAND POINTS OUT 


IN STATEMENT TO POST-DISPATCH 


TWO DANGERS TO MONROE DOCTRINE 


How Clevelantt& Startled 
Great Britain In 1895 


17, 1895, President Grover Cleveland gave to the world his famous

message asserting that this country could not permit Great 

; other power to oppress any South American country. He demanded that the 
matters in controversy be arbitrated and offered the services—under a resolu- 
tion of Congress—-of this nation as a mediator. At first this was declined, 
but a practical ultimatum satisfied Lord Salisbury that the only way to ar- 
rive - a decision without war was to accede to the American demands. 
The question then at issue was the boundary line between British Guiana 
| and Venezuela. 

In the interior of the disputed country the Orinoco company was just be- 
ginning to dey elop its vast concesssion from the government of Venezuela 
; when John Bull came to the conclusion that all of the Orinoco company’s land 
was in British Guiana. The Orinoco company told its troubles to Secretary 
Olney and the Vresident’s message was the result, 

In his communications to Lord Salisbury, then British premier, Mr. Olney, 
Mr. Cleveland’s secretary of state, declared that “the United States is today 
practically sovereign on this continent and ITS FIAT IS LAW.” 

In his message, Mr. Cleveland reviewed the Monroe doctrine and analyzed 
its application to the case in point. Then, after summarizing the correspond- 
ence between the United States and Great Britain, covering the failure of his 
efforts to induce England to settle the question by arbitration, he closed his 
message to Congress as follows: 

“Assuming, however, that the attitude of Venezuela 
changed, the dispute has reached such a stage as to make it now incumbent 
upon the United States to take measures to determine with sufficient cer- 
tainty for its justification what is the true divisional line between the repub-

“The inquiry to that end should of course be conducted carefully and judi- 
cially, and due weight should be given to all available evidence, records and 
facts in support of the claims of both partics. 

“In reg Ta such an examination should be prosecuted’ in a thorough 
and satisfactory manner, I suggest that the Congress make an adequate ap- 
propriation for the expenses of a commission to be appointed by the executive, 
who shall make the necessary investigation and report upon the matter with 
the least possible delay. 

“(When such report is made and accepted, it wil). in mv oninion, be THE 
DUTY OF THE UNITED STATES TO ‘ST BY EVERY MEANS IN ITS 
POWER AS A WILLFUL AGGRESSION UPON ITS RIGHTS AND INTER- 
ESTS, THE APPROPRIATION BY GREAT BRITAIN OF ANY LANDS OR 
THE EXERCISE OF GOVERNMENTAL JURISDICTION OVER ANY TER- 
RITORY WHICH, AFTER INVESTIGATION, WE HAVE DETERMINED OF 
RIGHT BELONGS TO VENEZUELA. | 

“In making these recommendations I am fully alive to the responsibility 
incurred and keenly realize allethe consequences that thay follow. I am never- 
theless firm in my conviction that while it is a‘ grievous thing to contemplate 
the two great English-speaking peoples of the world as being otherwise than 
friendly competitors in the onward march of civilization and strenuous and 
worthy rivals in all the arts of peace, there is no calamity which a great na- 
tion can invite which equals that which follows a supine submission to wrong 
and injustice and the consequent Joss of national self respect and honor, be-* 
neath which is shielded and defended a people’s safety and greatness.” 

Following the publication of Cleveland’s message, telegrams poured in 
from every quarter of the country congratulating the President upon his mes- 
sage. They came from men of all parties and of all stations.

The Monroe Doctrine Has 
Done Duty Nearly 80 Years | 


7 1@ Monroe doctrine was formulated in the seventh annual message of Presi- 
Munroe, in 1823, as follows: 

The cecasion has been judged proper for asserting, as a principlein which the 

rights and interests of the United States are involved, that the American conti- 

nenis, by the free and independent condition which they - have assumed and 

maintain, are heneeforth not to be considered as subjects for future colonization 

by any European powers. 

In the wars of the European powers, in matters relating to themselves, we 
have never taken any part, nor does it comport with our pdlicy to do so. It is 
only when our rights are invaded or sericuaty menaced that we resent injuries 
or make preparations for our defense. With the movements itn this hemisphere 
we are of neceasity more immediately cennected, and by causes which must be 
obvious to all enlighiened and impartial observers. 

Woe owe it. therefore, to candor and to the amicablo relations existing be- 
tween the United States and those powers to declare that we should consider any 

aitempt on their part to extend their system to any portion of this hemisphere 
ps dangerous to our peace and safety. With the existing colonies or dependencies 
of any European power we have not interfered, and shall not interfere. But with 
the governments who lave declared their independence and maintained it, and 
whose Independence we have on great consideration and en just principles, ac- 
knowitedged, we could not view any interposition far the purpose of oppressing 
them, or contro}ling in any other manner their destiny, by any European power, 
in any other Hght than as the manifestation of an unfriendly di Spesition towards 
the United States. 


What the roe Tribunal Is 


The Hague Tribunal, to which the Venezuelan controversy will be referred for cet- 
(iement, is a permanent court of arbitration provided for by the convention signed 
at the capital of Holland on July 29, 189. It is the highest court in the world. Fif- 
teen nations are represented in it, each having four members of this court. They 
are the United States, Great Britain, Russia, Austria-Hungary, Germany Italy, 
Belgfum, France, Denmark, Japan, Holland, Portugal, Roumania, Spain, Bweden 
and Norway. Thus there are 60 members of this court. The American members ara 
Melville W. Fuller, Chief Justice of the United States; John W. Griggs, ex-attorneyr 
general of the United States; George Gray, United States Circutt Judge, 
Harrison was the fourth member. 

An administrative council, composed of the diplomatic representatives of the 
signatory pewere residing at The Hague and the Netherland foreign minister, which 
exercises the functions of presidents, performs the work necessary to the orgainiza- 
tion of every international tribunal. 

The powers who desire to apply to the court for a settlement of differences must 
select from the general list atnumber of arbitrators, to be fixed by agreement. The 
{ court may thus be composed of three members or of the entire list, just as the parities

Joseph Soph, a Union soigmer' curing the 
civil war, asserts thac he can identizy tne 
. Soph says he 
taiked with the safe-biower Luureday. 
4. W. Hoffman, cashier of the bank of 
‘Union, believes a sherii(t’s posse will inter- 
cept the robbers on Iron Hill, eight mies 
from Union, at midmght. 

He expects a battle. 

Tne men who robbed the bank are evi- 
dently profess onais, and are determined 
men. ‘ 

‘For two hours they kept a score of per- 
sors in terror. 

They controlled the public square during 
that time, and robbed the bank. 

At least 20 persons knew the bank was 
being looted. 

Four or five men were witnesses to the 
robbery. They were unarmed and helpless, 

The attack on the bank was made about 
1:20 o’cleck Saturday morning. A stone was 
thrown through the glass door of the 
front entrance and the lock was forced.

When the robbers were inside the build- 
then divided forces. One man went on 
Street street, the main thoroughfare of the

Others, that have their headquarters in 
New York, are internatioral in scope, res- 


the prisons of a dozen countries when the 
occasion arises. 


COMBINE’S POWER SHOWN. 

One recent instance that chows the pow- 
er of these organizations occurred just 
after a notorious American. crook was ar- 
rested in Paris for swindling an American 
out of $49,000. An hour afier his arrest a 
cable brought @ message to the association 
in New York with which he was allied. 

On the next steamer there sailed another 
member of the sesociation, accompanisd 
by a well-known New York lawyer. It 
cost the association $10,000, but the prisoner 
in Paris was quickly freed. 

Most of the police magistrates and judges 
in the criminal courts in New York are 
aware of the existence of ‘hese societics, 
and have frequently witnessed their meth- 
ods tn the courts, while powerless to pre- 
vent them. 

As a result of this system of organization, 
there are notorious criminals whose pic- 
tures ate in every rogues gallery in the 

country, who have never served a prison 
noatence. though often arrested; there are 
dozens of habitual swindliers parading 
Broadway nightly in search of victims 
without molestation by the ponce, for, 
where it is impossible to obtain ecnvictions, 
even honest policemen become quickly dis- 
couraged. 


BOYS TRAINED TO STEAL 

Of all the thieves’ societies, the ones that 
exert the worst influence on the communi- 
ties in which they thrive, are those that 
employ boys to pilfer. Of these there are 
al least two on the lower east side and one 
in Brooklyn. This organized Faganism is 
ecnstantly and persistently corrupting hon- 
est boys and graduating its recruits tnto 
the higher and more hopeless' grades of 
erzme. 

In many of the adult organizationg the 
work and district for operation of the vari- 
cus members !s laid out by the leader. He 
picks his men for the various “jobs” that 
he plans, and where necessary furnishes 
money for expenses. 

The leader, too, often arranges for the 
disposition of the plunder secured with 
some “fence’’ or trusted pawnbroker. 

The burglars’ union will send out an ex- 

perienced man to find desirable places to be 
“turned off.’’ He will make a trip dressed 
as a tramp, and, by begging at the big 
houses and “‘jollying’’ the servants he will 
gatn the desired information. At the end of 
a few days he will return with a list vf 
houses, a diagram of the grounds, an est! 
mate of the amount of plunder likely to be 
secured in each, the personnel and habits 
of the family and the best time to make 
an entrance, 
He will know whether there is a dog or a 
hired man, and whether the latter gleeps in 
the house or in the stable. He will have de- 
tailed directions as to the best route to 
pursue in getting away after the robbery 
has been committed. 


FEUD AMONG LEADERS. 
Two of the best-known thieves’ societies 
on the East Side, according to Capt. Titus, 
are headed by “Monk"' Bustman and “Bige- 
gy’ Donovan.

A radical amendment to the present di- 
vorce law of Missouri has been recom- 
mended to the State Legislature by the 
judges of the state, who met at the &t.

From each of the four horizontal bridges 
which connect the tops of the towers are 
suspended fifty copper cables. The cables 
@re composed of seven strands, an eighth 
of an inch in diameter, tightly twisted to- 
gether. Outwardly these cables look like 
single wires at a short distance. but in 
reality there are 350 wires on a side, or 
1400 in all. Perhaps the reason for using 
many fine strands instead of a few large 
| rods is to secure a larger amount of sur- 
face for a given amount of copper. 

lt will thus be seen that the solitary 
‘‘vertical wire’ of the original Marconi ex- 
periments has now been enormous y multi- 
lied. Since the length of a Hertz wave 
s four times the length of the vertical wire 
‘or antenna, waves not far from . feet 
(or a sixth of a mile) long should be de- 
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reopens. This corresponds to a frequency 
ut 1,100,000 a second. 
The 50 cables of each of the four groups 
converge a little as they go downward, 
and also incline sfightly toward the center 
of the quadruplex fice. The lower ends, 
therefore, are arranged along the sides of 
a square much smaller than that formed 
by their supports at the top. They ter- 
minate, of course, In the operating room 
of the station. \ 


NEW INVENTION 
BY MARCONTL 


It is expected that Mr. Marconi will re- 
tain the now famous coherer as his re+ 
ceiving instrument for the present, al- 
though he has invented a substitute for it, 
a magnetic detecter, which in some re- 
spects is more satisfactory. When he 
wishes to insure noninterference he will 
doubtless employ the 
vented by Prof. M. lL. Pupin of New York, 
whose rights he purchased last spring. 


In the transmitting apparatus transform- 
ers will be substituted for the old-fashioned 
induction coil. The spark gap will

LINDSAY INVENTED 
WIRELESS TELEGRAPH. 

When Marconi lectured at Dundee he 
gave full credit to the Scotch inventor, 
James Bowman Lindsay, for being the first 
man who thoroughly believed in the pdssi- 
bility and utility of long-distance wireless 
telegraphy 60 years ago. 

He contended that Lindsay’s system was 
not considered practical on acco -of the 


enormous electrical ener required, even 
for the most moderate distances and the 
necessity of placing immersed plates at « 
‘considerable distance apart, but he ad- 
mitted that the inventor would have done 
much more if he had lived in the present 


time. 

| Lindsay’s biographer has delivered liec- 
| tures on these early experiments in wire 
. less telegraphyv. and has exhibited the orig- 
inal apparatus and Gagrase, The b 
‘phy, which will be published shortly, will 
contain many of Lindsay's letters on the 
subject which prove the originality and 
feasibility of his experimental work. It is 
not generally known that Lindsay took out 
a patent for his method of wireloas teleg- 
raphy. He began experiments In the ponds 
around Dundee in 1844, and resu them 
in 1553 at Portsmouth and across the Tay.

THE THIRD GREAT TREK 
HILL AND HARRIMAN PEOPLE 


FIGHTING FOR DESIRABLE 
SETTLERS. 


European Immigrants Are Not So 
Much Sought; After as Eastern 
Americans Who Can Be 
Induced to Move. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 27.—The first year of 
the big colonization war which has been 
Wage’ betwesn the Harriman and Hill 
forces is drawing to a close, and from 
appearances, the Harriman people, who 
have headquarters here, are slighily in the 
lead in the number of colonists which have 
been secured for the lands along the lines 
of their railroads the Union and Southern 
Pacific and the Uregon Short Line. 

The war has been between the Northern 
Pacific, Great Northern and Burlington 
ralirvads, repreaenting the Hill-Morgan syn- 
dicate on the one side and the Hurriman 
roads on the other, and while the first year 
his ended favorably for the latter, yet the 
Plans laid down by the ra‘lroad magnates 
are just beginning to bear fruit, and 1903 
will witness the greatest colonization ef- 
forts which the West has ever known. 

Harriman has divided his forcos into two 
sets. One wf these looks after foreign im- 
migrants, while the other attends to the 
business of inducing well-to-do farmers in 
well-settled states, both singly and in col- 
onies, to leave their present homes and 
move west. The inducements held out to 
them have been the high prices for which 
their lands could be sold and the cheapness 
of lands in the far West, as well as the 
milder climate of the coast. 

A special effort has this year been made 
to colonize California by the Union and 
Southern Pacifics, and thousands of col- 
oniste have been carried into that state. 
The class of people who have given up 
their eastern and central homes to make 
new ones in the “Golden state’ have been 
of the very best. Kansas has been a pro- 
lifie field for the golonization.agents, and 


that state has lost many of its substan- 
tial citizens during the year. Indiana and 
Ohlie have also sent numerous colonies of 
their best farmers. 

The Harriman forces have made great 
efforts to secure colonies of Dunkards for 
California and have succeeded in many 
instances. The largest single colony ever 
carried west and the exclusive special

She is Mrs. Nellie M. Moore, who was 
born not many years before the outbreak of 
the civil war !n Frankford, Mo., and has 
been for three months a resident of Hast 
Pepperell. 

Mr. and Mrs. Moore live in a modest, 
though neat and attractive, little cottage 
in Franklyn etreet, the intericr of which 
bespeaks on every hand unusual culture 
and artistic tasta cn the part of the mis- 
tress thereof, for so unpretentious an es- 
tablishment. 

Mises Hall, for that was Mrs. Moore's 
maiden name, spent only the first 13 years 
of her life in Missouri, having been sent to 


She was’marriecd and lived in Louisville 
for several years, iater removing to Cin- 
cinnati, and after the death of her first 
husband came East. was married to Mr. 
Moore, a native of Massnchusetts, and they 
lived for 17 years in Atlantic, a part of 
Quincey, until they removed to Pepperell. 
‘My father, William 8. Hall, was a son 
of Martha Hanks, sister of Nancy Hanks, 
who married Thomas Lincoln and became 
the mother of Abraham Lincoln. S80, you

PREPARING

She has been for some time engaged in 
investigating the early connection of the 
families with New England, and intends

‘My grandparents, Levi Hall and Martha 
Hanks, both died of the milk-sick,’’ con- 
tinued Mrs. Moore, “in Indiana, in 1818.

HUSBAND WAS FIRST REPUBLI- 
CAN PRESIDENTIAL NOMINEE. 


She Accompanied Him to 8St. Louis 
During War, When He Declared 
Slaves Free—Her Long-Stand- 
ing Claim. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal, Dec. 27.—Mrs. 
Jessie Benton Fremont, widow of Gen. 
John C. Fremont, and daughter of Thos. 
H. Benton, died tonight at her home in 
this city. 


The tife-story of Jessie Benton Fremont 
is the great national romance of America. 
In the ancient romances the hero went 
forth to win his lady love's favor by 
doughty deeds. In this story the lady was 
won in the simple, every-day manner, when 
the hero was young and poor and without 
great prospects; and afterward, inspired 
by the heroine's unbought affection and her 
fine faith in him as a man of destiny, he 
went forth and made new maps of his con- 
tinent. 

The hero wag John C. Fremont, the first 
candidate of the Republican party for Pres- 
ident and in character the Roosevelt of his 
day. His long life is an important and 
thrilling part of our history. It was brimful 
of perilous adventure, hairbreadth escapes, 
matchless achievements that made _ the 


world ring with the plaudits of his fame 
and § ve new luster to a young nation's 
record, already bright. It Was an unusua) 
life, unique, without precedent or proto- 
type, a pure original. 


CHILDHOOD IN ST. LOUIS. 
Jessie Benton was the second daughter of 
Thomas Hart Benton, for 30 years United 
States senator from Missouri. Her child- 
hood was passed at the family home in St. 
Louis, at the senatorial abode in Washing- 


ton and at the family seat of her maternal] 

andfather in Virginia, where she was 

rn May 31, 1824. She was only 15 when she 
first met young Fremont in Washington, 
just returned from his first enprerins ex- 
edition as a civil .-_ 4 with the rank 
of second lieutenant in the United States 
army. 

Fremont was the girl's senior by 12 years, 
a handsome man o had traveled on per- 
jllous journeys, a soldier of his country, a 
man who talked of national trade expan- 
sion. Was it any wonder that the da ter 
of the great senator who pointed westward 
and exclaimed: ‘““‘There is the East; there 
lies t road to India,’’ should fall in love 
with this young man who already had ex- 
plored and mapped a part of that west- 
ward road? 

But Senator Benton, while admiring Fre- 
mont, objected to the match. 80 also did 
Mrs. Benton, who had waited seven years 
until Benton resigned from the army and 
established himself in'‘a professfon fore

ELOPEMENT’S HAPPY RESULT. 

It was an elopement, but lacking the cus- 
tomary unhappy consequences, for when 
Senator and Mrs. Benton were informed of 
the marriage they relented, and thereafter 
Benton was almost as faithful a believer 
in the manifest destiny of his son-in-law 
as was his daughter. 

Benton in the Senate, working for the de- 
velopment of the great West, Fremont in 
the saddle or afoot, far in the remote moun- 
tuin fastnesses and on the arid plains 
opening that great west to civilization— 
these two men became one in purpose, the 
younger making real the dreams of the 


older. 


Shortly after the marriade Mr. and Mrs. 
Fremont came to St. Louls, and with a 
party of St. Loulsans the lieutenant set 
out upon an expeditions into the wilds of 
the Rockies. 

When the war with Mexico was ‘leclared 

he was in California with a small force of 
troops and scouts and took the resp»nsibil- 
ity of conquering the Mexicans and annex- 
ing the land of fruits to the United States. 
He became territorial governor and one of 
the first United States senators from Cal- 
ifornia. ‘ 
*In 1858. as a resident of the state of New 
York, John C. Fremont became the first 
candidate of! the sony ren party for 
President of the Unit States. 

“Tf he had been elected President,’ Mrs. 
Fremont has declared, ‘‘there would have 
been no civil war.” 

FIRST EMANCIPATION. 

Major-General John C. Fremont of the 
voiunteer army came {to St. Louis in 1861 as 
commander of the western department; 
how he issued a proclamation lhberating 
the slaves in the district, which was 
rromptly revoked by President Lincoln. 


Mrs. Fremont upheld her husband and de- 
ciared that he was eternally and inalter- 
ably right. 

“f went to St. Louis with brown hair 
and came away in November gray,”’ Mrs. 
Fremont has written. 

Gen. Fremont’s later years were clouded 
by accusations affecting his military stand- 
ing. He obtained a complete vindication 
from the war department and Congress 
in 1890, and died a few months later. 

For more than ey years efforts have 
been made to bring ore Congress the 
bills relating to Mrs. Fremont's claim to 
compensation from the United States for 
her property upon the California coast 
for military purposes in 1863. The claim 
seems to have been lost under the mass of 
legal complications which have again and 
again blocked its settlement..

LEXINGTON Ky., Dec. 27.—“If a skilled 
American horse trainer is looking only to 
making money like a Chinaman that comes 
to this country, then Russia is the great- 
est land in the world for him to follow his 
profession,’’ says Jack Keen, the Amer- 
ican trainer who has just returned here 
after a successful year abroad. 

Keen went to the “Land of the Czar” 
last June under a contract to train and 
race the horses of M. de Witte, a million- 
aire banker of Warsaw, Russia, and min- 
ister of finance of that country, who races 
his horses under the name of H. K. Bloch 

Keen’s work with this string of perform- 
ers was marvelous. He placed his employ- 
er’s name at the head of the winning own- 
ers of Russia, his stable winning 168,000 
rubles, or over $85,000 in American money. 
The star of the stable proved to be Sirdar, 
Under Keen’s handling he won over $66,000, 
more than any horse ever won in that 
country. He was beaten only once, and on 
that occasion his defeat was due to Jockey 
Carl Mitchell’s saddle slippirg. His_crown- 
ing success was in winning the Moscow 
Derby of 38,000 rubles, the chief racing 
event of castern Europe, called the “D:rby 
of all the Ruassias.’" In the Moscow De by 
he carried 128 pounds and defeated 16 8 art- 
ers. Sirdar is of enormous proportions, 
standing close to 17 hands high. Keen is 
of the opinion that he is superior to any 
American 3-year-old of the past season, 

Keen was also very successfu' with the 
4-year-old filly Carselle, a daughter of the 
French stallion Little Duc. 

Other good winners Keen raced success 
fully this year were Iridio, a 9-year-o'd, 
by Icicle, son of the great Isonomy, with 
which he won three races; Mon‘e, a 3-yea™- 
old, by the English sire, Master Kildare; 
Caniz with which he won a four-mie race, 
and Presto, a 4-year-o'd, which ran a mile 
in’ 1:41%,. the Russian record for that dis- 
tence. All to'd, Keen won 39 races with the 
ik horses he trained for M. de Witte, and 
won 17 of the 20 big stakes in which he had 
starters.

Trainer Keen, Back From Warsaw, Says a Careful. Horse- 
man Can Reap a Golden Harvest in 
the Orient. 


Gen. Lazereff of the Russian army, also 
a millionaire. Keen is to get a salary of 
$10,000 and $1250 expense money. He wiil 
also get 10 per cent of all the stable wins 
over 100000 rubles.

cost of $59.900 apnlece. 

Keen will sal! for Russia on Feb. 15, and 
will teke with him his own foreman and a 
vouple of exercise boys, as he had much 
trouble last year with his stable hands. 
Ale was forced to have an interpreter, even 
in giving instructions around the barn.

Sup- 
posed Cause of Death. 


DR. CHAMBERS GIVES VIEWS 


THINKS SHE WAS A WOMAN OF 
STRONG EMOTIONS. 


If Husband Is Willing an Autopsy 
Will Be Performed to Definitely 


Determine Cause cf Her 
Strange Slumber and 
End. 


Bhould an autopsy be performed upon the 
body of Mrs. James A. Abernathy of 4313 
Narth Market street, whose long slumber 
and iliness resulted in death yesterday 
morning at 6 o’clock, physicians predict 
that a-miniature clot of blood, serum, or 


both, will be found at the center of the 
brain. near the right ventricle. 

This is the mysterious cause of her sud- 
den illness, her attending physicians, Drs. 
J. BE. Chambers. and W. T. Chambers, say. 
It was this tiny nucleus which, bearing on 
the brain centers, produced first the coma- 
tose condition in which sh@ slept so sound- 
ly for seven consecutive dhys, followed by 
two weeks of semi-unconsctovsness. This 
pressure was responsible for the semi-par- 
alysis of the mucular structure, her ina- 
bility to speak or take nourishment and 
eventually resulted tn her death. 

There is anoth» theory that a blood rup- 
ture ws the cause, but the preponder- 
ance of symptoms manifested by the pa- 
tient through the iliness, one of the strang- 
est in the history of St. Louis medicai an- 
nals, is in favor of the firet, the clot dlag- 
nosis. 


THE SHOCK. 


How this nucleus was formed isa cuea- 
tion which puzzles every physician who has 
taken any interest in the case lt may have 
been due. the doctors say, to a lesion of a 
blood vessel, superinduced by a great strain 
or overpowering emotion.

T. LOUIS is the center of the old-clothes business in the West. It is, in fact, a 
sort of wholesale center for this line of business. 
The old-clothes dealers, who conduct the secondhand stores, are under the 
continual survéillance of the police department: ‘There are on the police force six of- 
ficers in plain clothes, Who do nothing but watch the secondhand stores for stolen 


goods. 


According to the police records there are 200 secondhand stores in St. Louis. They 


run all the way from commodious and well-kept establishments to filthy little dens, 
which reek. with foul odors and are pestilential with disease. . 
The secondhand district extends from the levee, where it originated, west to Jetf- 
; 


fercon avenue, and from Valentine north to O’Fallon street.

before putting on the belt. This wrong 
procedure results in irregularly hanging 
gores and a general appearance of ‘“‘sag- 
ging.”’ 

If the top is correctly fitted and finished 
before the bottom is touched most faults 
which interfere with the “hang” of a skirt 
can easily be corrected. 

In the circular-shaped skirts there is a 
tendency toward sagging, caused by the 
weight and strain on the goods. After 
the binding is put on it is well to hang 
such a skirt on a form and allow it to 
remain there for several days before the 
bottom edge is finished off. 

The weight of the goods will cause the 
skirt to do all of its sagging while on the 
lay figure. \When the skirt is finally com- 
pleted and worn on the human figure the 
circular flare will be even all around. 
Sleeves, almost equally with skirts, re- 


dressmaker before she can make them 
set well. A sleeve pattern should invart- 
ably be pinned up and properly fitted cn 
the arm previously to any cutting into the 
cloth. 

If the pattern fits perfectly the sleeve 
shaped from it can hardly fall to do like- 
wise. The arm should first hang etraight 
down from the shoulder till the pattern is 
pinned in place at the armhole. ‘Then, 
bending it at the elbow, the fitter should 
carefully observe that the inside seam 
comes neither too far out nor too far in. 
Its correct line falls just along the inner 
curve of the elbow, 

If this line. is kepyy the fitting at the 
shoulder and the finishing at the shoulder 
are easily accomplished. A stylish-looking 
sleeve rewards the home dressmaker for 
her painstaking and: contrasts itself most 
flatteringly with the ill-fitting ones which 
have been bungled through the lack of any 
intelligence and patience.
